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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Watanabe et 
al. (US 5,675,33 1) in view of Allen et al. (US 5,583,500) as set forth in the previous Office 
Action, Paper No. 16, 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 3/29/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The Applicant argued that both fixed and variable coding (or decoding) circuit do not 
occur within each of the variable decoder 5 and the fixed decoder 6 of Watanabe, page 5 of the 
remarks. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant. It is submitted that Watanabe 
discloses the fixed decoder (5 of fig. 1) and variable decoder (6 of fig. 1); they both are operable 
in a circuit that is suggested by Watanabe in the figure 1. Therefore, one skilled in the art would 
obviously implement the fixed decoder (5) and the variable decoder (6) on a suitable and 
conventional circuit board to allow the power of the decoders to be enhanced. Furthermore, 
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Allen suggests the encoders would obviously be constructed on one circuit board as shown in the 
figure 20 element ENCODER 2000, and the decoders would also be implemented on one circuit 
(205 of fig. 2A). Taking the teachings of Allen and Watanabe as a whole, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the teachings of Allen to implement the decoders 
of Watanabe in one circuit board considered as a processor.
